The problem occurred with the sample taken July 27, 1990, which had a TDS
concentration of 724 mg/l. This concentration exceeds the 700 mg/l limitation
established in the current NPDES discharge permit but does not exceed the 1000
mg/l limitation proposed in the draft copy of the renewal permit. The laboratory
report was received on August 22, 1990.
